{mall Shot at leaft, many of which cut off feveral {mall twigs 
of the Bufhes along fide of meas I went off.

Leagues from Roatan, where they had two Plantations, as 
they called them; and being now upon the fame defign of 
retreating fora time for Safety, they brought with them two 
Barrels of Flowei. with other Provifions, their Fire-Arms, 
Ammunition and Dogs for Hunting, and Nets for Tortoife, 
and an Indian Woman to drefs their Provifion for them, They 
chofe for their chief Refidence a {mall Key abouta quarter of 
a Mile Round, lying near to Barbarat, which they called the 
Caftle of Comfort, chiefly becaufe it was low, and clear of 
‘Woods and Bufhes, where the Wind had an open paffage, and 


drove away the peftering Muskettoes and Guats. From hence 


they fent to the other Iflands round about for Wood and Wa-

. And now I feemed to be in a far more likely way to Live — 


pretty tollerably, than in the Sixteen Months patft ; for befides 


-the having Company, they treated me with a great deal of 


Civility, in their way; they Cloathed me, and gave me a 


Jarge fort of Wrapping Gown to lodge in a Nights to defend 


me from the great Dews, till their Houfes were Covered ; and 
we had plenty of Provifion. But after all they were Bad 
Company, and there was but little difference between 
them and the Pirates, as to their Common Converfation ; 
only I thought they were not now engaged in any fuch bad 
defign as rendred it unlawful to Joyn with them, nor danger- 


ous to be found in their Company. ge 


_ In procefs of time, by theBleffing of GOD, & the Affiftance 
Treceived from them, I gathered fo much Strength that J 
was able fometimes to go outa Hunting with them. The 
Iflands hereabouts, I obferved before,abound with Wild Hogs 
and Deer, and Tovtoife. Their manner was to go outa num- 
ber of them in a Canoo, fometimes to one Ifland; fometimes 


to another, and kill what Game they could meet with, and © 


Firk their Pork, by beginning at one end of a Hog and cutting 
along to the other end, and fo back again till they had gone

I was compaffed continually with a Number of Men with 
their Arms ready at hand; and yet when I thought my felf

Ie happened about 6 or 7 Months after thefe Bay-men 
came to me, That three Men and J took a Canoo with four 
Oars, to go over to Bonacco,a Hunting andto kill Tortoi/e. 
While we were gone the reft of the Bay-men haled up their 
Canooes, and Dryed and Tarred them, in order to go to the 


Bay and fee how matters ftood there, and to fetch off their 
Effe&ts which they had left behind them, in cafe they fhould’ 


find there wasno fafety forthem in tarrying. But before they 
Were gone, we, who had met with goodSuccefs in ourVoyage, 
Were upon our return to them with a full load of Tortoi/e and 
Firkt Pork. As we were upon entring into the Mouth of the 
Harbour, in 2 Moon-light Evening, we faw a great Flath of 
Light, and heard the report of a Gun, which we thought was 
much louder thana Musket, out of a large Periagua, which 
we fa w neat our Cafle of Comfort. This put us into a great 
Confternation, and we knew not what to make of it. Within

Offence to any, and fuch a reverential fear of Manas thall * 
excite us to pay the civil Honours and Refpeéts thar are due . 
to every one in their feveral Stations and Relations 5; but that. 
we ought not fo to fear Man, as from the Apprehenfions of 
what they may doto us, to be influenced to any thing that is, 
contrary to the known Laws ofGOD. For thewill & power — 
of Man is limited, and bounded by the Infinitely Superiour :
